New York, NovT 2tj.—Reports of the 


damage done by the storm of Satur- 
day night and Sunday continue to 
come in. Details from points on the 
Jersey coast, the south&m coast of 
Long Island and the upper shore of 
Long Island sound show that the de- 
struction 
"vvas widespread and 
the 


monetary loss much heavier than at- 
first supposed. At least a dozen lives 
frere lost. Long Branch reports show 
tiiac hardly a building there escaped 
some damage. The wreck of the tug 
Haddon. at Long Branch is complete. 
The railroads are gradually getting 
their tracks in working order, but at 
some places no trains have yet been 
run. 
Besides the loss resulting from 


stoppage of traffic it yill take many 
thousands of dollars to repair the 
breaks. Temporary repairs are being 
made as fast as possible. 


The wealthy New Yorkers who have 


summer houses,upon the upper shore 
of the sound visited them to 
find 


wreck and ruin in all directions. Ths 
shore improvements are in ruins, 
while fine shade trees are laid low aad 
extensive lawns piled bJgh with sand 
accl wreckage.

Losses are Reported to Have Been 


Sustained on Both Sides 


la the Engagement Fought 


By Liberals and Government Troops Near Colon. 


Forces of United States Marines Clear 


the Isthmus. The Bombard- 


ment Postponed. 


Colon, Nov. 26.—An, armed guard ol 


marines from the United States bat- 
tleship Iowa has re-established the 
transit, across the isthmus, and details 
from the Iowa's marines are now pro- 
tecting each, passenger train. 


There has been fierce fighting at 


Empire station, on the railroad l!;.ie 
between Panama and Colon, between 
the insurgents and the troops of the 
Colombian 
government, with very 


heavy losses on both sides. There is 
no jubilation, which is evidence that 
the Liberal army is not advancing to- 
wards .Panama. It is reported to have 
been defeated at Uatachm by General 
Alban's command. The latter is said 
to be pushing on Colon. 


At a conference held on board the 


British cruiser Tribune, at which Gen- 
eral Ignacio Feliaco, Senor De La 
Rosa, secretary of General Diaz, and 
the commanders ot the foreign ships 
were present, the general agreed, at 
the request of the naval commanders 
and on the ground of humanity, hav- 
ing in view the large foreign popula- 
tion of Colon, not to land troops here 
or open fire on the town before 6 
o'clock Friday evening. 


At the head oC several hundred men 


General Alban left Panama by train 
for Empire station, where the Liberals 
arc reported to ba in fairly strong 
numbers. His purpose was to surprise 
and rout them. 
The train tearing 


these troops was held up just before 
it arrived at Culsbra station, owing to 
the Liberals opening fire on Alban's 
advance guard. Albrm disembarked 
his men from the train, which return- 
ed to Panama. The Sghting at Culebra 
lasted from i:id until 9 p. in. The 
government troops advanced and the, 
dghting was stubborn all along the 
railroad line until Empire station, a 
mile and a half distant, was reached. 
The Liberals retreated slowly, Alban's 
men following them until the latter 
eventually reached Mataehin station, 
whsre General Al&an met and confer- 
red with Captain. Perry of the Iowa, 
who was returning' from Colon on an 
armored train. It is understood that 
Captain Perry will not allow the rail- 
road to transport troops, consequently 


enaral A!ban and . his men were 


forced to push ahead on foot. It is 
said here that they thus reached San 
Pablo, where the Liberals are in force, 
and that fighting is taking place there. 
The Liberals are under the command 
of General Luege. Between the sta- 
tions of Culebra and Empire over 150 
silled snd wounded men could be seen 
along the track. The sight was grue- 
some. There is no proper Red Cross 
organization and the wounded lacked 
care. The Liberals at Colou declare 
Lhe majority of the men killed on. the 
line to .be Conservative troops, and 
that the rebels are still in force along 
;he railroad. 


In government circles in Panama 


there is still entire confidence in Gen- 
eral Aiban, and It is believed there 
:hat this Conservative general is able 
to cope with the present situation and 
skillfully overcome the apparently in- 
surmountable .difficulties before him. 


Uncle Sam's Position. 


"Washington. Nov. 26.—It is--.pretty 


well understood here that there is to 
be no bombardment of Colon by either 
side.
